The following communication is in response to the “Order Returning Undocketed Appeal To Examiner” (hereinafter “Order”) mailed 
by Pamela S. Bennett on Dec. 9, 2008. 

The Order mailed Dec. 9, 2008 raised two inconsistencies which appeared to arise in the record of Application 10/786,556. The first 
inconsistency involves the After Final Amendment filed January 25, 2007. The second inconsistency involves the claim Appendix in 
the Appellant’s Appeal Brief filed June 20, 2007. 

With respect to the first inconsistency, the Examiner clarifies that the After Final Amendment filed January 25, 2007 is entered. 

With respect to the second inconsistency, the Examiner clarifies that the claims provided by Appellant in the Appendix of Appellant’s 
Appeal Brief filed June 20, 2007 reflect the correct status of the claims [i.e., The After Final Amendments filed January 25, 2007 are 
reflected in the claims in the Appendix attached to the Appeal Brief filed June 20, 2007.]. 

In light of the statements set forth above, any and all inconsistencies that may have existed in the record for the instant application are 
assumed to have been resolved.
